1 . Applicant's reply filed on 7/23/07 has been entered and made of record. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see last 9 lines of page 3 to page 5, filed 7/23/07, with respect to 
claim rejections under section 1 12(1) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of claims 3-8 have been withdrawn.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claim 3, the cited prior art does not teach or suggest a method for compressing 
CT scan digital projection data comprising "controlling the compression by specifying a 
maximum allowable error between a reconstructed pixel value and an original pixel value to be 
within two standard deviations of a random noise variance". Likewise, claims 4-8 depend from 
claim 3 and thus are allowed for the same reasons as well. 

Regarding claim 16, reference is made to paragraph 7 of the previous Office action 
mailed on 3/23/07 as to the reasons for allowance.
